didate for mayor. This was no 
spontaneous brawl; the Labor 
Committee came wearing 
mouthguards, armed with lead 
pipes and brass knuckles, and 
organized into squads with 'com-

Meanwhile, as you may have 
seen. in some of tiie dailies, tiie 
National Caucus of Labor Commit- 
tees currently claims to be in pos- 
session of "proof" of' an assas- 
sination attempt against its 
revered leader, the aforementioned 
Lyndon Laltouche, Jr. (a/k/a Lyn 
Marcus).
